Attorney General Ellis made forma

Official reports on the results of the 


Aikin saloon tax law are not all in, 
but reports from 83 counties to the 
state auditor show there was a falling 
off of 29.2 per cent., which shows that 
the receipts of the state for the first 
six months at least will be much more 
than doubled.

law gives 151 qualified voters the right 
to outline a district to please them and
